F JR £ S AND T H E R A N G E . 


By ObierT«r. 
This fall and w inter w ill see hun­ 
dreds of thousands of acres of tim ­ 
ber and cut-over tim ber lam! burned 
over, to the detrim ent of the cattie 
raiser and to the present and future 
w elfare of tim ber users. 
O f these 
tim ber fires, over ten per cent w ill 
have been w ilfu lly set out by people 
with the mistaken idea that burning 
over tim ber lands is the “ cure a il’’ 
for all range problems, boll weevils, 
cattle ticks, mosquitoes, sickness and 
what not. 
The other ninety per cent 
will be the result of carelessness or 
perhaps a very few w ill be caused by 
lightning. 
In 
the past 
th irty years, 
many 
thousands of acres of tim ber lands in 
Texas have been burned over and re­ 
burned. 
If, as m any people believe, 
burning ever tim berland was promot­ 
ing the interest of the cattle grower 
and the farm er, East Texas should 
today be the most prosperous place 
on <*arth. 
Instead it has been proven 
conclusively that woods 
burning is 
one of the most costly, devastating 
mistakes of this generation that our 
children w ill have to s u tle r for in th'* 
future through the lacs: of tim ber re 
sources, 
impoverished 
ranges, 
and 
dwindling game and fish supply. 


Texas farm ers and stockmen fu lly 
realize the importance of a good fall 
and w inter range lu r the economical 
production of beef and dairy cattle. 
There was a time in the past when 
Ea-t Texas was especially fortunate 
in having 
large 
areas covered 
in 
switch cane which provided an abun­ 
dance of succulent w inter feed in the 
wastelands along the riv e r and creek 
bottoms. 
Today the area form erly 
covered by this valuable reed has, 
due to repeated fires, dwindled to 
where its value is negligible com par­ 
ed to its past im portance as a w in ter 
pasture. 
The w lid forage plants and grasses 
having the greatest nutritive value 
and producing the best range feed 
are usually 
annuals or 
perennials 
with a shallow* root system. 
Some of 
these 
are plants 
that spread 
by 
creepers that grow' on top of the soil 
and take root. 
Others produce seed 
fo r next y e a r’s crop while some prop­ 
agate by both methods. 
It is very 
easy to see how even a ve ry light 
fire w ill destroy the most valuable 
forage plants by destroying the seed 
and tender creepers. Today the most 
valuable 
forest grasses 
and 
plants 
have almost been destroyed in some 
sections of 
Texas, especially 
East 
Texas. 
These include bermuda, res­ 
cue and carpet grasses, and lespedeza 
and burr clovers. 
F a ll and w inter fires destroy the 
seeds fo r next year’s crop and by 
scorching and 
burning the 
tender 
root creepers, kill out those plants 
and grasses which reproduce by that 
method. 
Fires in the fall and w in­ 
ter also destroy the dry forage ready 
for w inter feed thus ncessitating ear­ 
lier w inter 
yard 
feeding. 
During 
severe w inter months, stock on burn­ 
ed over land often su ffer severely 
and the loss 
may be 
heavy if 
the 
stock is dependent upon the scanty 
growth le ft after a fire. 
Fall and w in ter fires destroy the 
green grass that has continued to 
grow to some extent under the pro­ 
tective mat of gras*- and leaves. M any 
cattle can w inter on the dead grass J 
or “ rough" 
mixed with the 
small 
amount of green gras- found under 
the mat but after a forest tire th its is 
all destroyed. This necessitates early 
w inter feeding. 
In the spring fo l­ 
lowing a forest fire, the grass rises 
late due to the fact that the covering 
which 
protects 
the 
tender 
young 
gra**s "hoots from the late frosts, is 
gone. 
This 
require* longer 
yard 
C eding to offset the insufficient sup­ 
ply of forage in the forests. 
Thus a 
destructive forest fire shortens the 
grazing period 
and 
lengthens 
the 
pried when thu cattle must be yard 
and stall fed. 
• 
b ellow ing a severe forest fire, only 
those grasses which have a strong 
deep rout 
system 
are le ft on 
the 
giound. 
These are usually grass c's 
w'hich have a stool to protect the 
root*- of the plants and consists most­ 
ly of sedge and wire grasses. Sedge 
and wire grass furnish good grazing 
in the early spring and summer but 
in June 
and Ju ly it 
m atures and 
seed*. 
From th r 
on it 
is tough, 
woody and unpalatable and of little 
value as a forage grass. 
Because of 
their ability to Withstand forest fires, 
they are steadily replacing the bet­ 
ter forage plants that are unable to 
withstand the repeated 
burning o f ( 
tin* forests. 
It is not surprising that today our 
foiest ranges are poorer than in the 
early da vs of stock raising and unless 
destructive forest fires are curbed, I 
the day w ill soon be here when the * 
forest" cannet ho depended upon at * 
all as a M»ur<v of 
income 
th/oggh 1 
grazing profits fo r the flo ck raiser , 
and the farm er.

outlets 
allow 
w ater to flow from behind terraces 
w ithout the 
form ation of 
gullies. 
they are 
inexpensive— the 
cost is 
about 
one-third 
that of 
masonry 
structures- 
and

with m achinery. 
Am ong tho d ifficulties which may 
be encountered, however, in 
using 
sod for terrace outlets are: N atural 
depressions are not alw ay* present, 
the channel should not be used until 
the sod is well

In so doing, I believe I 
the consensus is that both house and 1 
senate dem onstrated again the in­ 
ability characterizing congresses of j 
the last few years to appraise a 
complete picture. It yielded to what 
it believed to be the public dem and 
giving thought to the future. 
Let us analyze briefly what hap­ 
pened.

Now, to those not versed in inter­ 
national law, it m ay not be im ­ 
mediately evident how dangerous 
such a precedent is. International 
law requires (and it is accepted 
everywhere among all nations) that 
there shall be no discrimination 
among nations unless tho.>e nations j 
are declared 
to 
be 
belligerents. 
Spain has not been so declared. The 
w ar in Spain is a civil war insofar 
as it relates to any other nation 
officially, Of course, it is a well 
known fact that troops from com ­ 
munist 
Russia 
and 
nearly-com- 
munist France are helping the so­ 
called loyalist government in Spain. 
It is equally well known that fascist 
troops from Nazi G erm any and fas­ 
cist Italy are supporting the rebel 
liberal General Franco in Spain. 
These facts w'uuld seem to m ake 
the war rn Spam something more 
than a civil war, which, indeed, it is, 
but as far as the United States 
is officially concerned, the war in 
Spain rem ains civil strife. And yet 
our congress rn the wrorst display 
of low grade intelligence witnessed 
in a long time, specifically places 
Spam rn the category of a nation 
at w ar with another nation and says 
rn a statute that certain commodi­ 
ties may not be shipped to that 
nation. 
To state tins problem 
another 
way, it would have been exceed­ 
ingly simple to have m ade the leg­ 
islation apply to ail nations and 
thereby to avoid em barrassm ent.

Before he left his 
post as U ndersecretary of Agricul- 
ture. however, the famous professor 
signed an order that is designed 
to curb lobbying by form er employ­ 
ees of the D epartm ent in whose ad­ 
ministration he had a hand. 
I lie aim of this order w’as an 
obviously worthy one because it was 
designed 
to prevent 
form er offi­ 
cials or employees of the D epart­ 
m ent of Agriculture from using new 
connections with com m ercial groups 
from obtaining information or us­ 
ing influence not of the best sort 
from a public standpoint. With that 
order, there can be no quarrel. 
I find among astute observers in 
Washington, 
however, 
no serious 
supposition that the order w'ould 
operate to deprive Dr Tugwell him ­ 
self or anv other former official of 
high standing from access to m em ­ 
bers of the D epartm ent’s staff. It 
just does not work out that way. 
It never has and it never will, de­ 
spite the wholesome character of the 
good professor’s plans. 
The truth is that while such an 
order m ay 
m ake 
lesser officials 
more cautious and thus put a few 
obstacles in the way of petty lobby­ 
ing, it is thoroughly ineffectual in 
preventing the use of influence or 
the obtaining of information from 
that D epartm ent or any other in the 
government. 
The difficulty with this situation 
is that government offices are being 
used as a stepping stone to m ore 
lucrative jobs. The government does 
not offer ambitious and able men 
a security of tenure. Men who d em ­ 
onstrate ability in governmental po­ 
sitions sooner or later are offered 
jobs with g ioat big salary checks 
attached and they would be less 
than hum an if they did not con 
sider such proposition when they 
know that in the course of hum an 
events a great turnover will take 
place in their own departm ent and 
they are swtnpt aside by reversal of 
public political action.

justification, regeneration and sanc­ 
tification are the three cardinal prin­ 
ciples 
which 
should 
he 
obtained 
EARLY in life; without which it is 
impossible for one to be at their best 
in the 
Christian 
life 
and 
work. 
Therefore, God has ordained that all 
three of them be obtaind early in the 
Christian life. 
Now let’s see if I am 
serif tural in holding that we should 
be truly sanctified in early life? 
Remember, when God sanctifies, 
it is not consecration, nor dedication; 
man consecrates or dedicates, but it 
is GOD who sanctifies by the baptism 
with the Holy Ghost and fire. 
There 
is no other means of sanctification. 
If one has been 
baptized with 
the 
Holy Ghost, they have been sancti­ 
fied ; and if they have not been bap­ 
tized with the Holy Ghost they have 
not been sanctified. 
Note we hold 
that God want- us sanctified soon a f­ 
ter we are born of the Spirit. 
So we 
note that the disciples received the 
baptism of the Spirit not later than 
three years a fte r they were justified. 
Next, we turn to Acts, tenth chapter, 
and find Cornelius and his household 
received the gift of the Holy Ghost 
under one sermon from Peter, not 
later, w?e presume, than three to sev­ 
en years from their conversion. You 
know' that according to Scripture, no 
°ne can receive the Holy Ghost till 
ifter they are horn of the Spirit. We 
presume 
that 
Cornelius 
was * not 
born of the Spirit before Jo h n ’s bap­ 
tism, which was about seven years 
before he received the gift of the 
Holy Ghost. 
We note that Cornelius 
and his 
house 
received the 
Holy 
Ghost as a “ second work of Grace” , 
not later than seven years after they 
wi re converted. 
Then we turn to A cts 19:1-7, where 
Paul, leaving Aquila and Priscilla at 
Ephesus, went to Jerusalem and to 
Antioch, and throughout Galatia and 
Phrygia in ordei. strengthening all 
the disciples. 
And while Paul was 
’bus gone for 
some time, 
Apollos 
came to Ephesus and preached fer­ 
vently, knowing only the baptism of 
John; as we understand, knowing on­ 
ly regenerating grace. 
We believe 
about nine-tenths of our preachers 
ave in the same fix today; they ought 
to “ GO ON TO PERFECTIO N ”— the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost. 
But we 
had started to say that, evidently, 
Apollos had some twelve converts at 
Ephesus 
and then 
passed on 
into 
Achaia; 
then 
Paul 
returning 
to 
Ephesus and finding, as we presum­ 
ed. those converts of Apollos, he ask­ 
ed them, ‘Have ye received the Holy 
Ghost since ye believed?” And they 
said, we 
have not heard 
whether 
there be any Holy Ghost; that is, as 
their inheritance, to be sought and 
received. 
How 
many 
Spirit-born 
C hristians of God in our land today 
van say the same thing! 
Oh, they 
have heard that there is a heretical 
taiiaticism about the seeking and re­ 
ceiving the Holy Ghost a.*, a “ second 
blessing”, and they have been cau­ 
tioned to shun such teachings lest 
they get entangled with fanaticism. 
But Paul was not afraid of the 


Pentecost, and also some time A F ­ 
TER they all had been truly convert­ 
ed. 
So they were all “second blessing” 
Holiness people even if some folks 
do brand them as heretics and fa ­ 
natics. 
Now these articles are cost­ 
ing me :~ome study, labor and money, 
all of which I ain none able to m eet 
at the present, but I would freely 
give ten times more if T could only 
show our pastors and t Ii'• Ir members 
the cause and terror of nine-tenths 
of all their spiritual deadness and 
dullne* 
and LACK of spiritual zest 
and zeal, holy courage and 
Divine 
Power. 
Also the 
spiritual 
under­ 
standing and holy wisdom necessary 
to carry on God’s work in a success­ 
ful way, is all couched in the gift of 
the Holy Ghost, sought and obtained 
as a ‘ second blessing” preparatory 
to the b* st service.

A fter poring over federal statutes, 
Attorney General Cummings today 
warned merchants against displaying 
‘‘politically inspired’’ placards pur­ 
porting to show how prices are af­ 
fected by direct federal taxes. 
“ Quite a number of protests have 
been 
received”. 
Cummings 
said, 
“ from various parts of th* country, 
including Illinois, 
Indiana and Iowa. 
I hey claim that 
some 
merchants 
have been putting up placards indi­ 
cating what part of a price is due 
o federal taxation. 
“ There also are indications” , 
he 
aid, “that the placards 
were 
put 
out to affect the coming election. 
“ I sincerely hope 
that 
partisan 
zeal will not lead anyone to violate 
the federal statutes. It woulld be em­ 
barrassing all around and the justice 
department certainly does not want 
to be drawn into anything with parti- 
-an significance. 
‘I hope.” he continued, “that this 
warning will have a salutary effect. 
Good sense ought to prevail.” 
Cummings’ statement was made at 
a press conference. 
He said that section 1123 of the 
federal statutes, provides a fine 
of 
$ 1000. one year in jail, or both, for 
anyone convicted of making state­ 
ments, in connection with the sale 
of any article, intended to lead per­ 


s o n s to believe that any part of th* 
article’s price consisted of a federal 
tax 
False statements also wen for­ 
bidden. 
One reporter recalled that gaso­ 
line venders and theatre ticket sell­ 
ers frequently advertised the amount 
; of federal taxes included 
in 
th* 
purchase price of gasoline and ti* kets. 
“ It is still a matter for conjec­ 
ture,” Cummings said, “how far this 
could be applied to things like that 
done by common consent.”

It is unquestionably true that cutting 
the red tape that today surrounds so 


i i any official activities would make 
government more efficient as well as 
less expensive.
